Finally,  erkthren,  farewell. 

Fifty  years  ago  to-day  I  became  the  pastor  of  this  church, 
and  received  the  solemn  charge,  to  preach  Christ  crucified 
the  Almighty  and  only  Saviour  of  men.  To  recommend  him  as 
the  sure  foundation  laid  in  Zion  for  believers,  and  as  the  strong 
hold  for  all  prisoners  of  hope,  has  been  the  aim  of  my  ministry. 
That  system  of  religious  truth,  of  which  the  doctrine  of  the 
cross  is  the  chief  corner  stone,  it  has  been  my  sincere  and  un* 
Tvaverinz  purpose  to  proclaim,  whether  men  would  hear  or  for- 
bear. It  has  been  my  enrne>t  prayer,  tliat  the  Sririt  of  God 
would  apply  the  w<-rd  to  the  hr-nrts  of  my  hearers  for  their  re- 
newal and  salvati<>n.  And  now  I  would  ajain  express  my  full 
and  firm  conviction,  that  the  doctrines  of  this  system  are  the 
truths  of  God's  word,- which  he  employs  to  awaken,  convince, 
and  convert  sinners,  and  to  advance  christians  in  holiness  and 
preparation  for  heaven.  I  leave  with  you  the  record  of  my 
religious  belief.  God  is  the  .Vlmighty  Creator,  constant  Pre- 
server and  kind  Benefactor  of  the  universe,  possessed  of  infi- 
nite attributes,  and  in  ciiaracter,  counsel,  and  works,  absolutely 
perfect — the  entire  bible  is  (i<xVs  inspired  word  and  the  only 
infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice — the  depravity  of  mankind 
is  entire  and  universal — God  has  entertained  gracious  and  eter- 
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nal  purposes  to  save  some  of  our  ai-ostatc  race  through  the 
provisions  of  the  G">-^nel — (.'hrist  has  niaJe  a  full  and  complete 
atonement  for  sin  bv  his  doacii — absolute  Pivinity  beIon;^3  to 
Christ  the  Saviour,  and  to  tiie  Holy  Spirit  the  Sanctifier — tiie 
heart  of  man  is  actually  clian::ed  in  regeneration  from  entire 
sinfulness  to  a  measure  of  holiness  by  the  direct  operation  of 
the  Divine  Spirit — the  exercises  of  jirodly  repentance  for  sin 
and  aftectionatc  trust  in  tlic  Redoeraer  of  sinners  are  necessary 
fruits  of  re,.:eneration — <inoere,  hearty,  and  persevcrin':;  obedi- 
ence to  the  uill  of  God,  is  the  reliable  evidence  of  personal 
piety  and  christian  character — a  day  of  final  and  univer.-al 
judgment  approaches  for  tiie  trial  of  all  the  rational,  intolli'jcnt 
creatures  of  God — a  glorious  iieaven  ^\ill  be  the  eternal  home 
of  redeemed  saints  and  holy  aniiels,  and  the  prison  of  despair 
will  be  the  evcrlastini;  abode  of  fallen  spirits,  and  impenitent, 
unbelieving  men.  This  is  a  brief  epitome  of  so/ue  of  the  more 
important  dudrines,  whicii  God  has  revealed,  and  required 
mankind  to  believe  and  ministers  to  preach.  May  these  and 
their  kindred  truths  ever  be  proclaimed  to  this  people  as  the 
testimony  of  God,  and  be  abundantly  honored  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  as  the  means  of  conversion  and  edification  to  multitudes. 

Looking  back  over  the  b.aif-century  of  ray  ministry  in  this 
place,  numerous  recollections  c^o^vd  unonmymind.  The  vari- 
ous scenes  of  tlie  p:is!:  rusli  be.bre  my  vision.  luanifold  and 
important  are  t!ie  changes  that  have  transr.ired.  It  may  be 
both  interesting  and  useful,  to  the  old  and  to  the  young,  that 
I  should  occupy  a  large  share  of  this  discourse,  in  recurring 
to  the  vici.-fitudes  of  tlie  last  halfccntury.  The  review  will 
occasion  n^e  to  make  frc(|Uont  allusion  to  myself,  but  more 
particularly  to  notice  the  ciianges  among  this  people  and  in 
this  town,  and  to  take  a  brief,  general  survey  of  the  great 
and  important  occurrences,  that  have  transr-ired  in  the  world. 

AVhen  I  cam:,  a  Strang  t  and  without  a  family,  to  this  place, 
the  kindness  of  various  frien<ls  in  gratuitously  providing  me  a 
comfortable  h''>me  in  their  families  for  about  a  year  after  my 
ordination,  d-^-'^rvi^s  grateful,  public  recognition.     The  male 
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heaJs  of  all  tliose  fainllle.?  are  now  amon:;  the  canfrrc;:;ation  of 
tlie  ilcatl.'  As  a  ?ettlem:nt  I  was  furnished  witli  fifty  pounds 
a  year,  (^EnL;Us!i  ^loiiey")  for  four  years:  and  ^vith  an  annual 
salary  of  ninety-five  pounds.  For  that  'period^  and  in  view  of 
the  circumstances  of  pastor  and  people,  that  -was  a  ircnerous 
provision.  With  an  increasing  family,  however,  my  means  of 
support  soon  became  scarcely  suiiicient.  This  consideration, 
in  connexion  with  that  of  tlie  dilnculty  met  by  the  young  ia 
obtaining  education  afcor  leaving  district  schools,  induced  me 
to  receive  students  into  my  family.  Academies  -were  few  and 
generally  far  distant.  To  a  considerable  number  of  the  youn::, 
both  from  among  my  ov.n  peonle  and  from  abroad,  have  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  giving  instruction  at  my  house,  to  prepare 
them  for  teaching,  for  (.'ollegc,  and  for  the  (TOS])el  ministry. 
Thirty  students  have  I  assisted  more  or  less  in  their  Theological 
studies,  who  became  Ministers  of  the  Gospel.  About  one  third 
of  them  have  finislied  their  -work  on  earth  and  gone  to  their 
reward. f  For  nearly  tv>-enty  years  my  annual  sunnly  of  fuel 
was  in  general  gratuiiously  furnished  by  the  kindness  of  my 
people.  Not  far  from  thirty  years  since,  the  parish  generously 
and  almost  unanimously  increased  my  salary  to  S^OO.  Since 
that  time  a  portion  of  it  has  been  voluntarily  relinquished  in 
dilTercnt  years,  amounting  to  several  hundred  dollars.  As 
the  wants  of  tlie  pastor,  with  a  small  stipend  and  a  large 
family,  were  duly  regarded,  so  the  occasional  exigencies  of 
the  parish  have  not  leen  unheeded  by  hl.m. 

A  righteous  Providence  has  visited  me  with  several  seasons 
of  sickness,  by  which  my  ministerial  labors  have  been  brictly 
interrupted,  and  my  bodily  constitution  in  some  dcL'ree  im- 
paired. In  consideration  of  my  enfeebled  state  of  health,  the 
church  and  parish  twenty-one  years  ago  invited  my  eldest, 
and  then  my  only  son,  to  become  an  associate  pastor.  Ey 
this  arrangement  my  cares  and  labors  were  so  far  alleviated, 
that  for  many  years  I  enjoyed  an  improved  state  of  health.

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For  eleven  years  mv.^elf  and  colleac:ne  almost  constantly  sup- 
plied some  vacant  church  in  tlio  vicinity.  All  tlic  fourteen 
parishes,  to  ^vluch  wo  alternately  preached  on  the  sabbath  for 
longer  or  short'.T  periods,  have  since  enjoyed  the  labors  of 
their  own  settled  ministers.*  Althou-jh  increasinc^  infirmities 
of  age  induced  me  seven  years  ago  to  r.-iin'iuish  the  regular 
performance  of  pastoral  service,  an<l  for  about  tiircc  years 
my  time  has  chietly  been  passed  in  a  nei'jhboring  town,  yet 
it  has  been  my  preference  to  retain  the  n.'lation  of  Pastor  to 
this  beloved  church.  an<l  to  die  in  the  oiTice  witli  which  I  have 
been  so  long  honored. 

In  my  doriiestic  relations  tlic  smiles  of  a  kind  Providence 
have  been  enjoyed.  "While  tlic  wives  of  nearly  all,  who  were 
my  ministerial  brethren  fifty  years  ago,  have  been  removed 
by  death,  I  am  still  permitted  to  live  witli  the  companion  of 
my  youth.  Of  the  ei'jht  children  lent  me  by  tiie  Lord,  three 
has  he  taken  away  by  death — the  remaining  five  are  settled 
in  domestic  life  : — all  but  one  of  tiie  w  hole  number  have  been 
connected  witli  this  cliurch  ;  and  that  one  gave  some  evidence, 
both  before  and  during  his  last  sickness,  of  being  reconciled 
to  God  by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus. f 

In  a  retrospect  of  the  Divine  goodness  and  mercy,  that 
have  followed  me,  durin.^  all  the  time  I  have  gone  out  and 
come  in  befc're  this  people,  I  am  constrained  to  exclaim  with 
the  devout  Psalmist,  Bleys  tJiti  L'/.  d.  0  r.nf  ^oid,  and  fornr.t 
not  all  Jus  boirj'fs.  Jfcnsildc  th.at  I  liave  failed  in  pastoral 
duty,  and  have  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God,  my  only 
hope  of  forgiveness  and  acceptance  is  in  the  merits  and  mercy 
of  a  cruciiied  Saviour.  For  all  the  kindness  and  patience  of 
this  people  in  having  borne  with  my  deficiencies — for  their 
prompt  and  abundant  supply  of  my  wants — for  the  cordial 
welcome  they  have  ever  given  mc  to  their  families  as  a  friend 
and  a  pastor — for  tlieir  sympathy  and  assistance  in  seasons  of 
affliction,  sickness,  and  bereavement,  my  hearty  thanks  are

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due,  and  :u-c  iiio^t  freely  exju'essed.  But  the  viost  of  those, 
to  whom  1  have  been  indchted  as  friends  and  benefactors 
during  u\y  minisirv,  have  ja>scd  away  to  eternity.  On  every 
hand  am  1  reminded  of  my  own  near  approach  to  the  gates 
of  death.  Of  my  father's  family  of  ten  members,  tlie  last, 
except  myself,  has  long  since  gone  to  the  house  appointed  for 
all  the  living.  Having/  therefore  obtained  help  of  God,  I 
continue  unto  this  dau — this  day,  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
my  ordination  to  tlic  pastoral  charge  of  this  people — this  day* 
Tshich  lacks  only  ti'.'dre  d>'i/f<  of  being  the  completion  of  eighty 
years  of  my  life.  I  am  near  enough  to  that  advanced  age^ 
heartily  to  adopt  the  cmnliadc  sentiment  of  Moses  ;  The  drvjs 
of  our  years  are  three  acore  years  and  ten  ;  and  if  by  reason 
of  strength  they  he  fourscore  years,  yet  is  their  strength  labor 
and  sorrow ;  for  it  is  soo/i  eut  off  and  we  fly  away. 

Even  a  slight  survey  of  the  history  of  this  lylace  for  the  last 
fifty  years,  will  siiow  us,  how  fluctuating  are  human  aftairs, 
the  scenes  of  mortal  life,  the  condition  of  society,  and  man 
himself. 

Although  of  minor  importance,  it  ma}-  not  be  unsnitable  to 
remark,  that  there  has  been  in  lifty  years  no  small  improve- 
ment in  the  te))ip'jral  condition  of  this  town.  .Vt  the  com- 
mencement of  my  ministry,  the  town  having  been  settled  less 
than  forty  years  was  subjected  to  many  privations  and  incon- 
veniences, incident  to  new  settlements.  Tlie  liuman  foot,  the 
saddle,  and  the  i>iUujn,  were  the  substitutes  for  carriages. 
For  more  than  twenty  years,  instead  of  the  convenience  now 
enjoyed  by  this  people,  of  having  two  Post-offices  and  twelve 
arrivals  of  the  mail  every  v.eek,  tiie  nearest  i'ost-utiice  was 
in  a  neighboring  town  five  miles  distant.  Of  the  one  hundred 
and  eighty-two  dwelling  houses  in  town,  probably  more  than 
three  fourths  have  been  buiic  within  the  fifty  years :  and  all 
the  houses  at  the  Fall's  village,  except  tliree,  have  been  built 
in  this  time. 

Remarkable  has  been  the  cha/iye  of  ownership  in  real  estate. 
Of  the  real  estates  in  town,  only  ticcnty-two  are  now  occupied 
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by  atiij  of  die  same  iiulividual.',  \vliu  oecu)>ied  tlieui  lifrv  years 
ago.  Aikl  01  these  inuividiuiis  only  jiue  aro  men^  iii  ulioin 
were  tiien  vested  titles  to  the  estates.'  Likewise,  only  iwdcc 
other  families  in  town  r.re  novr  residing  on  the  ^ar.ic  estates 
owned  and  occupied  by  their  faiiicrs  or  ancestor:,  at  that  linicf 
The  moi^t  of  tliosc  former  occupanLS  have  been  displaced  by 
death.  Impressive  and  instructive  liuctuation  and  revolution 
in  the  stablest  of  all  |  roperry  !  For  he  Hcdh  that  wUc  men 
die,  likewise  the  fool  and  orntidh  jjerson  perish,  and  icavt:  their 
wealth  to  others.  For  we  lrou>/ht  nothiiif/  into  this  world,  and 
it  is  certain  we  can  carri'  notliing  out.  Be  not  thou  afraid, 
when  one  is  "inadc  rich,  wiien  i/te  [ilory  of  his  house  is  in- 
creased;  For  ichcn  lie  dicta,  he  shall  carnj  nothinfj  aicaif  : 
his  'jlorij  shall  not  descend  after  him.  'Ihe  voice  of  wisdom 
cries,  labor  fur  idi  inheritance  incorruptiidc,  and  iindcfled, 
and  that  fadcth  not  awcy — an  house  not  made  tvith  hands, 
eternal  in  the  heavens. 

The  Temperance  enterprise  during  this  period  has  been  com- 
menced and  prosecuted,  and  has  been  productive  of  great 
good  to  this  people,  co  liic  naiion,  and  to  many  otiier  countries. 
Formerly,  six  distilleries  in  tov.n  manufactured  alcoliohc  ruiuor, 
and  five  public  houses  I'urnisiied  it  as  drink.  Only  a  limited 
quantity  is  now  made  in  a  single  place,  and  none  sold  as 
beverage.  By  the  general  adontion  among  this  people  of  the 
principle  and  practice  of  total  abstinence  irom  intoxicating 
drinks,  a  vast  bill  of  expense  is  saved,  a  far  greater  amount 
of  happiness  enjoyed,  and  the  prospect  of  the  spiritual  pros- 
perity of  tiiis  community  is  far  more  favorable.  Wine  is  a. 
mocker,  stroni^^/  drink  is  raainj ;  and  whosoever  is  deceived 
therehy  is  n:>t  u'i>^e. 

Some  progress  has  been  matio  among  us  in  education  ;  and 
the  means  of  obtaining  valuable  knoivled(je  have  been  greatly 
increased.  The  character  of  our  primary  schools  has  been 
elevatcil,  and  many  of  t!ic  arrangements   respecting  them 
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improved.  For  nbout  thirty  vears,  in  connoxion  witti  the 
select  men  of  the  town,  I  rc^^nhirly  vLsitcl  the  nine  district 
schools  more  or  le^s  every  year,  'i'liis  system  of  visitation 
was  rccomjiicndt'd  hy  the  State  :  and  the  services  were  iiratnl- 
toui-'h/  performed.  ( >ne  of  those  scliools,  for  nianv  vears  the 
smallest  in  town,  has  since  been  divided  into  two.  and  cack 
of  them  is  now  larger  than  either  of  the  otiiers.  Wlnle  the 
various  improvements  in  the  common  schools  are  clieerfuliv 
acknowledged,  it  is  to  be  regretted,  that  there  has  been  any 
occasion  for  such  a  cliange  in  respect  to  giving  reliirious 
instruction  to  the  pupils.  In  the  present  condition  of  the  va- 
rious religions  denominations,  it  may  not  be  wise  or  practicable 
to  continue  the  practice,  which  prevailed  during  many  years 
of  my  ministry,  of  having  that  noble  manual  of  Christian 
doctrine,  "  The  Assembly's  ^Shorter  Catechism,"  taugiit  in  the 
town  schools,  and  its  lessons  recited  at  the  public  examinations. 
But  the  Bible  should  be  more  fre([uently  used  as  a  reading 
book,  and  its  plain  instructions  and  precepts  more  fjiithfuliy 
inculcated  by  the  generality  of  teachers.  In  ten  different 
years  the  valuable  benefits  of  select  sciiools  have  been  enjoyed. 
Sixteen  years  since,  through  the  agency  of  the  Baptist  denomi- 
nation, an  Academy  was  established  in  town,  wiiose  advan- 
tages have  been  enjoyed  by  numerous  youth  of  diiierent  reli- 
gious connexions.  The  eighteen  persons  from  tovrn,  who  have 
received  a  collegiate  education,  graduated  during  the  last 
fifty  years.*  The  nine  ministers  of  the  Gospel  from  this 
town,  all  of  the  Evangelical,  Congregational  denuiiiinatlon,  have 
entered  the  ministry  'luring  this  period  ;  seven  of  whom  have 
been  more  or  less  under  my  tuition  in  some  part  of  their  pre- 
paratory course :  and  four  of  whom  have  been  'summoned 
away  from  their  ministry  by  death  in  the  meridian  of  life.f 
Ezra  Fisk,  Robert  Hubbard,  Pliny  Fisk,  and  Levi  Pratt,  all 
whose  voices  have  been  heard  proclaiming  the  Gospel  in  this 
place  within  thirty  years,  are  now  resting  from  their  labors.

the  first  missionaries  seiu  out  by  ihc  American  Cluirch  to 
visit  the  land  of  our  ^aviour's  birth  and  crucifixion.  Lonix  Aviil 
his  afi*ectini^  fuvvcll  discourse  to  this  people  in  1811),  b-j  re- 
membered by  tho.se  present.  And  )ion\  behold^  I  t/o  up  bound 
in  the  spirit  unto  J-.rui^auyni,  not  /:noivinf/  t/ic  tliint/s  that  alinll 
bifid  me  there.  Vov  liu-oc  and  twenty  suniraers  the  cj;reen 
grass  has  been  waving  over  iiis  grave  in  Ueirut.  In  this  con- 
nexion it  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  notice  the  fact,  that  the 
first  tlirce  Auiericau  missionaries  to  Jerusalem  were  born  of 
godly  parents,  within  for:y  days  of  the  same  time,  and  withiii 
thirty  miles  of  each  otiier,  amonc:  the  L^rocn  mountains  in  the 
old  county  of  Ilampsliire.'  Fisk.  Parsons,  and  Kinii,  were 
pioneers  in  tlie  inrroJuction  of  American  Missions  to  that 
interesting  land. 

The  means  of  obtaining  secular  information,  and  especially 
of  receiving  religious  inteill^'juce,  huve  been  greatly  increased, 
and  rendered  far  more  accessible,  during  the  last  fifty  years. 
Among  us,  books  were  then  rare  ;  and  a  few  copies  of  a  county 
paper  were  the  vehicles  of  t'ne  news.  The  first  religious 
newspaper  in  our  co-.iiitry  was  not  issued  till  %\ithin  about 
thirty-three  year?.  How  numerous  are  now  both  secular  and 
reiigio'is  period icak-i  I  There  now  arrive  in  this  town  each 
week,  more  thru  ^."0  new>pnrcrs — and  each  month,  more  thaii 
200  other  periodical  works, — making  an  amount  of  more  than 
IdUO  publications  every  month. 

A  more  ^/eneral  survey  c-f  the  extensive  dirfnsion  and  rapid 
circulation  of  intelligence  among  christian  and  civilized  nations, 
leads  us  to  ponder  witii  interest  tlio  animating  prophecy ; 
Jlanp  ihdU  run  to  cud  fro,  and  knoidedije  ^hafl  be  increased. 
Probably,  a  larger  amount  of  important  truth  in  our  world  is 
now  fouiid  on  the  written  and  printed  j  cige,  than  at  any 
former  peiiod — oml  more  free  access  to    the    fountains  of 
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kiio\Tlcd.'c,  csncciall y  to  the  word  of  (rod,  i.^  enjoyed  hy  tlic 
nations  of  tho  earth,  thun  ever  hcforc.  In  nine  difrerent 
states  of  Europe,  contaiui'.ii;  a  population  of  about  a  hundred 
millions,  the  freedom  of  tlie  press  has  been  proclaimed  by 
government  and  beirun  to  bless  t!ic  people,  durinir  the  pa!=t 
year.'  European  news  nnw  r?aeh2S  our  n-ifts  in  two  Avccks, 
and  is  eonvoyed  ^vith  the  liiHitniuir's  speed  over  the  country. 
The  result  of  a  national  election  by  the  ballots  of  three  mil- 
lions of  voters,  dispersed  throui^tiout  t'lirty  States,  is,  by  elec- 
tric agency,  made  known  to  the  nation  in  three  d'fi/s. 

During  the  half-century  extensive  changes  in  the  domestic 
and  social  relations  of  this  peonlc  have  taken  place.  Whei'e 
are  now  the  united  heads  of  tiiwsc  families,  that  dwelt  in  this 
town  in  1709?  Of  that  "wliole  number,  only  tln-ee  married 
couple  are  now  found  among  ns.f  And  there  remain  but  three 
other  men,  and  five  other  females  in  town,  who  "were  then 
residing  in  town  in  a  married  state. 4:  How  often  has  death 
made  appropriate  the  lamentation.  Lover  and  friend  hast  thoit 
put  far  from  me,  and  mine  acquaintance  into  darkness!  In 
the  half-century  myself  and  colleague  have  solemnized  one 
hundred  and  sixty-six  marriages  in  town.  One  r/cncration 
pas.^cth  away,  and  anofJicr  fjencration  contcih. 

The  number  of  inliabitants  in  town  has  varied  but  little  In 
fifty  years  ;  yet  great  has  been  the  chanuo  in  the  inhabitants 
themselves.  AVithin  the  three  school  districts  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  tlie  iiourishing  village  at  the  Falls,  only  two  persons 
now  reside,  who  lived  there  fifty  years  ago.§  One  generation 
passeth  aivaiu  and  anoth>:r  t/c/tcraiion  conu  th.  During  these 
fifty  years  death  has  removed  TSO  of  tl:e  population  in  Slicl- 
burne — more  than  two-thirds  of  all  v.lio  have  ever  died  in  town  I 
Your  fath'.rs,  where  arc  tlicjf  /  JL.di  joetli  to  his  long  home. 
Our  dj'/^  on  the  earth  are  as  a  shadow.  We  all  do  fade  as  a 
leaf.    Those  thirteen  prominent  men  in  town,  who  were  the 
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coinnilticos  to  make  anauL^cuiL-uls  iVu*  ii:y  .seukhicnt,  are  all 
gone."  Of  tlie  present  population  of  tiie  to^vu  only  ninety 
"were  living  hero  tiien.f  Onr  <jLiu:rati'jn  jntsscth  airai/^  and 
another  (jcncnithn  com^th.  There  arc  some  in  this  eiiuir  of 
singers,  avIiosc  ;.'veat-L*ranti-parciits  wove  members  of  tiiis 
chureh,  ami  sat  under  mv  ministry,  less  than  tifty  years  ago.f 
Connected  ^vith  this  worshiping  con;:rei^ation  are  some,  ^vllo 
are  the  fifth  generation  of  people,  all  />/  whom  have  lived  in 
town  witiiin  tifcy  years:  and  f-xu*  generations  of  tliem  have 
been  connected  Avitli  tiiis  chnrch.§ 

Great  changes  have  occurred  in  the  condition  and  affairs  of 
the  reli;:ious  denominations  in  town  in  lialf  a  centurv.  The 
former  Baptist  church  has  been  tlisbanded,  its  aged  pastor 
removed  by  death,  a  new  churcli  furmed,  a  new  house  of  ^vor- 
ship  erected  on  a  new  location,  and  one  par.tor  ordained  and 
dismissed.  A  few  of  some  other  denominations  have  occa- 
sionally held  meetings  in  town.  This  church  and  society  have 
owned  and  occu[,icd  four  ditTorent  and  successive  houses  of 
public  ^vorship ;  and  some  in  tliis  comnmnity  have  -worshiped 
in  each  of  them.  In  the  second  house  of  worship  "were 
ordained  all,  "wlio  have  been  pastors  of  the  church.  That 
building,  occu].!ed  fifty  nine  years,  -was  demolished  in  1882, 
and  its  successor  erected  on  a  new  location,  where  forty  years 
ago  were  no  buildings  and  no  roads.  The  new  house,  having 
been  occupied  twelve  years,  was  accidentally  consumed  by  fire 
on  the  sabbath.  Our  IfA/j  (Uid  our  beai'tiful  hou^^e,  wliere  our 
fathers  prai^'.'d  t/,ce,  /.s'  burned  up  with  fire.  AViih  commen- 
dable cheerfulness  and  [-romptness,  the  present  house  was 
built  and  fiirni?'.r:'l :  and  also  a  convenient  editicc  soon  pro- 
vided for  parochial  and  religious  purj-oses.  During  the  first; 
twenty  years  of  my  ministry,  the  house  of  worship  was  not 
warmed  in  winter.  A>  appropriate  on  this  point,  I  quote  a  sen- 
tence from  the  late  semi-centennial  sermon  of  Dr.  ^rneil,  of  North 
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J>rookllcl;l :  Whllo  the  asHcuiMy  wi-rc  watcliiu;^  for  die  close 
of  service,  that  they  raiirht  thaw  out  i'ov  the  airei-iioon  or  hasteu 
to  a  comfortable  home  ;  and  this  desire  was  unmistakenly  read 
in  their  coiinLeuaiiees,  or  audibly  ])roclaiuicd  by  their  clattering 
feet  or  chatterin.:  teeth,  the  feelinizs  of  the  speaker  could  not 
be  of  the  most  j^leasant  sort,  nor  his  mind  inypired  with  much 
else  than  a  profound  sense  of  the  intcn.sity  of  the  cold." 
There  is  but  one  voter,  ^Iv.  rJo<iah  Dole,  now  in  this  parish, 
who  was  connected  \\\'.\\  this  reliu'ious  society  fifty  years  ago. 
One  i/encration  juf^-^tai  fh  <in\!i/,  <:n<l  anOL/'icr  ^aicrat'on  comcth. 

In  this  t'hiirclt  0/  Cnriat  great  changes  have  transpired,  since 
I  became  its  pa-?t(u-.  In  the  twenty-nine  years'  history  of  the 
church  previous*  to  that  time,  two  pastors  had  been  settled, 
one  had  died,  and  one  had  been  dismissed.*  During  my  min- 
istry seven  Deacons  have  been  appointed  and  have  officiated 
at  the  Lord's  i!^unrer  ;  four  of -whom  have  gone  hence  to  the 
eternal  world. f  In  ISOo,  the  church  unanimously  adopted  a 
new  creed  ;  and  with  a  single  alteration  it  has  remained  un- 
changed. That  alteration  permits  the  admission  of  members, 
who  may  not  believe  li  their  duty  to  offer  their  children  in 
baptism.  With  slight  exceptions,  this  church  and  society  have 
enjoyed  peace  and  harmony  during  my  connexion  -with  them.f 
But  two  Councils  have  been  called  by  this  church  during  this 
period — one,  to  give  advice  in  relation  to  a  heretical  member, 
and  the  other,  to  ordain  the  junior  pastor.  This  church  has 
been  invited  to  attend  one  hundred  and  ninety  ecclesiastical 
Councils  in  this  time,  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  vrhich 
I  have  attended.  The  ordinance  of  baptism  has  been  admin- 
istered to  four  hundred  and  ten  persons.  There  have  been 
three  hundred  and  eighty-five  additions  to  the  church — three 
Excommunications — one  hundred  and  forty-three  dismissions — 
and  one  hundred  and  forty  deaths  among  its  members.  Of 
those  connected  with  this  churcii  at  my  ordination,  only  two 
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now  remain  uioin^orr^  of  il — widow  Sarah  Alvurd,  and  uidow 
Rebecca  Fisk.  0/i>'  '/t'ucr/ition  )n(.'<si'th  a>ca'i,  and  anotJier 
jeneration  conut/i.  Jrfeveral  seasons  of  revival  liave  been  en- 
joved,  more  or  ler=3  extensive  in  their  intiuencc.  In  connexion 
>vith  the  revival  in  1801,  forty  were  added  to  the  chiu-ch 
in  one  year — as  the  fniits  of  tliat  in  l.Sl!),  forty-six  v.-erc 
added,— 'in  IS^U,  ei,::;hty  Avcrc  added. — in  18-10,  twenty-one 
were  added. — and  in  lb4T,  ten  were  added.  ?-^ay  such  Ppirit- 
ual  refre^hinlrs  he  more  freMnenr,  more  powerful,  and  more 
permanent. 

Keli;jious  mectinL^s  in  the  week  ]!a\  c  occasionally  been  licld 
in  diiTeronr  parts  of  the  parish  :  and  a  church  prayer  meeting 
maintained  ^vith  more  or  less  frequency.  The  system  of  Sab- 
bath School  instruction  Avas  introduced  more  than  thirty  years 
since,  and  has  been  continued  "with  happy  results  to  the 
present  time.  For  many  years  pr.st,  almost  the  entire  congre- 
gation, young  and  old,  from  the  infant  class  under  eight  years 
of  age,  up  to  those  of  more  than  eighty  years,  have  regularly 
attended  upon  these  services.  Search  the  Scriptures.  Thjf 
irord  is  a  lamp  unto  rnii  feci,  and  a  li'jht  unto  nvj  j^ath.  In 
the  early  part  of  my  ministry,  few  or  no  charitable  collections 
were  called  for  to  extend  abroad  the  Gospel.  Through  the 
kindness  of  ny  people,  however,  I  v/as  permitted  to  preach 
from  time  to  time  among  destitute  and  feeble  churches  as  a 
missionary.  Since  then,  various  and  extensive  fields  have  been 
opened  for  th.e  entrance  of  the  Eible  and  the  missionary.  To 
sustain  and  enlarge  tlic  benevolent  enterprises  of  tliC  age,  this 
people  have  contributed  vrithiu  tiie  last  ten  years  over  S').000. 
A  far  higiier  tone  of  piety  must  pervade  the  churches  of 
Christ,  before  the  means  will  be  reaiiiiy  furnished  to  supply  all 
the  famishing  nations  of  tlic  eartli  v,i:h  the  bread  of  life.  'Sidy 
the  time  rapidly  approach,  v. hen  every  steward  of  the  Lord's 
substance  will  so  use  what  is  entrusted  to  him,  as  to  please 
the  Divine  Owner,  secure  an  approving  conscience,  and  do  the 
greatest  good  to  a  perisliing  world. 

lu  this  Countfj  and  vichiity,  great  changes  have  occurred 
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amoni^  the  cluu-chos  niul  tho  mini.itrv,  ^ince  I  settled  here. 
Franklin  county  wris  orcranlzcd  in  I'  lfty  years  iiiro,  in 

the  towns  wliich  now  constitute  the  county  were  twentv-tlu-ec 
Congregational  churches.  ^Seven  of  these  have  become  (j'nita- 
rian.  There  are  now  in  the  county  tliirty-three  Evanirclical, 
Congregational  churches.  During  tho  halt-century  ninety  pas- 
tors have  been  settled  over  these  churches — seventy-three  iiave 
been  dismissed — and  thirteen  have  died.  Sot  one,  besides 
rayself,  who  \vas  a  pastor  of  a  (.'ongregational  church  in  this 
county  fifty  years  ago,  is  now  living — and  not  one,  "who  was 
then  a  pastor  of  (n\>/  church  -within  the  county,  is  now  pastor 
of  the  same.  All  have  irone  from  their  fields  of  labor.  And 
it  is  not  known,  that  any  of  the  number  are  among  the  living. 
A  new  succession  of  pastors  has  arisen.  Onu  aencraiioii 
passeth  ciway^  and  another  generation  cometii.  All  those  pas- 
tors, except  Rev.  Pay.xon  Williston  of  Easthampton,  with  whom 
I  was  at  first  connected  in  the  Hampshire  Association,  have 
been  summoned  av.ay  to  tlieir  eternal  home.  And  only  two, 
besides  myself,  who  constituted  the  thirteen  original  members 
of  the  Association  in  this  county  in  i^O-j,  now  survive.'  The 
nine  ministers,  who  belonged  to  the  Council  for  my  ordination, 
have  all  ceased  from  their  labors  here  below.f  Of  the  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  Evangelical,  Congregational  pastors, 
who  have  been  settled  over  the  churches  in  this  county,  I 
have  been  cotempornry  in  the  ministry  with  one  hundred. 

In  other  relations  in  life,  I  have  been  a  witness  of  tlic  muta- 
tion of  human  au.iirs  and  tho  ravages  of  death.  Of  my 
College  Class  of  thirty-five  members,  which  graduated  in  1T9G, 
only  fifteen  survive.  !Xone,  who  were  o[ricers  or  guardians  of 
"Williams'  College,  when  I  became  a  Trustee  in  1810,  are  now 
connecti?d  with  the  Institution.  Amherst  College  has  risen 
into  existence  within  half  a  century.  Having  been  connected 
\?ith  it  from  its  origin,  I  find  but  three  others,  who  have  been 
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for  this  length  of  time  coniioctod  uitli  i!iO  Institution.*  Its 
ibunilors  aiul  early  otneors  have  passed  oti*  the  stage,  and  a  new 
iZeneration  has  eonie  forward. 

During  the  same  period,  the  l']vangelicid,  Congregational 
ministry  in  this  Cnmniojucaaltli  has  midergone  extensive  changes. 
Of  the  three  hundred  and  seventy  pastors  now  settled  over  the 
churches  of  this  order  in  the  State,  only  six  besides  myself, 
have  been  a  half  century  Avith  the  same  people.  And  so  far  as 
can  be  ascertained,  the  number  of  pastors  of  the  iJ'>n<ire()a- 
tional  order  now  living  in  Sew  £n(/la)td,  who  have  retained 
their  connexion  Avirh  the  same  ilock  for  oO  years,  is  only 
fifteen.!  And  tl;e  whole  number  of  Cvthirrrjational  pastors, 
according  to  the  best  information  obtained,  who  have,  from 
the  earliest  settlement  of  Now  England,  been  pastors  of  its 
churches  for  half  a  cntun/,  is  two  hundred  and  twenty -live. if 
In  contemplating  that  great  multitude  of  the  holy,  faithful  ser- 
vants of  Christ,  ^vho  have  preached,  and  prayed,  and  died  in  our 
country,  it  is  a  cheering  consideration,  that  the  great  Head  of 
the  church  continues  to  raise  u[)  a  .succesi^ion  of  pastors,  and 
has  promised  to  be  ^vith  them  to  the  end  of  the  world. 

''Though  earthly  ."Shepherds  dwell  iii  dust, 
The  aged  and  the  youn!T  ; 
The  Nvatchtul  eye  in  darkness  clos'd, 
And  mute  th'  in-^tructivc  tong-uc  ; 

Tir  Eternal  Shepherd  ^^till  survives 

New  comtort  to  impart ; 
His  eye  still  ijuidcs  us,  and  his  voicf! 

Still  aninaatcs  our  heart." 

A  half-century  has  produced  -wonderful  changes  in  oio' 
countrif.  Our  population  has  increased  from  five  millions  to 
twenty  millions  of  po.-'pio.  ►^ixteen  States  have  been  multiplied 
to  thirty.    Our  nailoual  territory  has  been  vastly  augmented. 
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The  number  of  Pust-olficcs  In  our  country  has  risen  iVuiu  nine 
liundrcd,  to  more  than  tifu'cn  thousuiul — and  tiic  rovenuc:  oi' 
the  department  from  §-SO,000,  to  four  miiiions  of  dollars. 
Our  Colleges  have  mukij.lied  from  twenty-five,  to  one  Imiidred 
and  eighteen — and  our  Theological  Seminaries  from  two,  to 
forty-two.  TJlou  hast  increased  the  nation,  0  Lord,  thuu  hast 
increased  the  nation.  During  this  period,  twice  has  our  naiiou 
been  engaged  in  the  bloody  scenes  of  war,  at  the  sacrifice  of 
vast  treasure  and  many  livos.  Wi'<do/)t  is  Letter  than  ivcapons 
of  war.  He  inakcth  icars  to  cease  unto  the  end  of  the  earth. 
In  the  lapse  of  a  halt-century,  the  great  system  of  benevolent 
operations  in  our  country  has  been  organized,  and  begun  to 
share  an  important  part,  as  an  instrumental  agency,  ia  tao 
conversion  of  the  world. 

A  hasty  glance  at  the  worlds'  hlstor?/  for  fifty  years  past, 
shows  the  instability  of  all  here  below ;  and  the  gradual  pro- 
gress of  the  human  race  towards  the  period  of  the  Gospel's 
final  and  universal  triun:;rpii.  Nations  have  risen,  and  nations 
have  fallen.  Rulers  have  reigned,  resigned,  and  died.  Of 
the  fifty  present,  roignlni:  rulers  of  the  large  and  small  States 
of  Europe,  only  a  sin^/le  began  to  rei'::n  before  I  com- 
menced my  ministry.*  .\mid  the  convulsions  of  the  last  year, 
how  wonderfully  have  throne^  crumbled,  and  sceptres  been 
broken  I  But  God  is  the  Judqe ;  he  jyutteth  doivn  one,  and 
setteth  up  another.  A'arious  events  in  the  last  50  years  indi- 
cate the  progress  of  mankind  towards  a  better  state.  The 
increasing  spirit  of  liberty  among  the  nations  of  the  earth,  is 
softening  the  rigor  of  OT^pressivc  governments,  securing  free- 
dom of  the  press,  and  breaking  the  chains  of  servitude.  France 
has  become  a  Kepubllc.  The  Jesuits  are  banished  from  Eu- 
rope. The  Roman  Pontiflf  has  fled  from  the  Vatican  in  the 
livery  of  a  servant.  The  Bible  has  begun  its  rapid  march 
over  the  CQuntries  of  the  earth.    The  herald  of  salvation  is 
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({UickLiiiu  j;  bis  ti-j\>  to  proclului  the  sLury  ol'  the  cross  to  all  the 
kindreus  of  tiie  world.  Jeaovali'd  prouii.-o  assures  us,  tii;;t 
the  hinydotus  of  tuis  world  shall  licome  tne  Linrjdonts  of  our 
Li)rd  and  of  his  Christ.    Even  so,  come,  Lord  Jesus, 

"  Lord,  arm  thy  truth  v. illi  |h)V.(  r  (iivin(\ 

Its  conquest  s  spread  Irom  shore  to  sliore  ; 
Till  suns  and  stars  forget  to  sliinc, 

And  earili  and  skies  shall  be  no  more." 

As  wc  look  forivo.rd  to  a  Lali-ccntury  to  come,  tto  anticipate 
momentous  chanprcs.  Pi-obably  the  mo^t  of  us  "uill  liave  ex- 
changed time  for  eternity.  My  own  departure  cannot  be  far 
distant.  I  am  admcnished  by  the  fewness  of  the  number 
around  me,  -who  have  lived  longer  than  myself,  that  ray  course 
is  almost  finislicd.  ^^nly  fuurceen  are  now  living  in  town,  who 
have  reached  fourscore  years.'  ]\ly  feet  arc  on  the  borders 
of  tl:at  advanced  period  of  life.  Ye  aged,  and  ye  young,  soon 
I  expect  to  see  your  faces  no  more  in  the  land  of  the  living. 
But  we  shall  all  meet  before  the  tribunal  of  our  hnal  Judire.
